SCHOOL 
MATTERS. 


Discussed Saturday Afternoon at • Meet. 


Ing or the Full Board. 


The school committee held its regular 


meeting at the city hall Saturday after- 
noon and it was attended by all the mem- 
bers of the board. 


The first business of the meeting was 


that of finishing up some matters con- 
nected with preliminary work. The sub- 
ject cf the erection of two new school 
buildings, in Braytonville and Veazie 
districts, was brought up and discussed at 
much length. The committee had in- 
vited a number of prominent business 
men to be present at the meeting in order 
to obtain their opinions on the subject. 
Mayor Houghton, W. Q. Cady and George 
W. Chase responded to the invitation and 
contributed valuable suggestions. 
The 


expenditure of between $50,000 and $75,000 
will be made erecting the proposed school 
buildings and it is of prime importance 
to the public that the project receive 
careful deliberation before any move 
is made. The presence of the business 
men at the meeting in no way reflects 
upon the ability of the new board to cope 
with this question, but rather demon- 
strated the intention of the committee to 
act as judiciously as possible In the mat- 
ter. The subject was given over to the 
repair committee of the board, which is 
composed of J. D.- Hunter, George Hop- 
kins and W. H. Pritchard, and after a 
thorough investigation of the matter in 
all bearings this committee will submit its 
decisions to the full board, probably at 
the next meeting. Superintendent Hall 
was present and explained the condition 
of the school facilities, and it was made 
only too plain that immediate action must 
be taken to relieve the congested condi- 
tion of the public schools. At the present 
time a number of pupils from the Veazie 
street school district are attending the 
academy, and that relief was only afford- 
ed the Veazie street school because of 
there being an unusually small number of 
pupils in one of the grades at Drury 


Unless the new buildings are put up at 


once it will mean half-day sessions in sev- 
eral grades of the Veazie street and Bray- 
tonville schools, and the avoidance of this 
Is much to be desired. 
' 


SUPT. HALL PLEASED. 


He Finds the Eighth Grade Does Not Thin 


Out Rapidly. 


A very pleasing thing to Superintend' 


ent Hall is the large number of pupils in 
the eighth grade in the public schools. 
Mr. Hall, shortly after his arrival here, 
advocated more room for the pupils of 
these grades. 
While it was admitted 


that more room was necessary it was told 
Mr. Hall that the eighth grade would 
soon be of smaller dimensions for it had 
been the experience that a little on in the 
school year that particular grade thinned 
out very noticeably. 
Mr. Hall's expe- 


rience has been to the contrary. He finds 
thai there are at present 121 pupils in the 
grade, two more than there were when 
he came. He made a rigid examination 
in this grade recently and found the pu- 
pils had a remarkable percentage. It 
ranged between eighty-four and seventy- 
nine. Mr. Hall felt encouraged at this 
good showing despite the hindering cir- 
cumstances, and to encourage the pupils 
promised them advancement to the ninth 
grade soon, as soon as they are capable of 
making the change. He intends to im- 
press, if possible, the pupils of this grade 
with the great desirability of their re- 
maining at school. He will endeavor to 
make school appear so to them that they 
will use whatever influence they have on 
their parents to allow them to choose the 
schoolroom instead of the mill. 


ANOTHER FALSE ALARM. 


The Firemen Called Out Saturday Night 


by a Malicious Act. 


A false alarm of fire was rung in Satur- 


day night a few minutes before 12 o'clock 
from box 21, corner of East Quincy and 
Pleasant streets. The firemen responded 
quickly to the alarm, and that they were 
mad clear through at being fooled, and 
that too after having almost run up the 
long hill on East Main street with the 
heavy carts, can readily be understood. 
Shortly before the alarm was sounded a 
resident of East Quincy street saw two 
boys standing near the box and at his ap- 
proach they moved away and down the 
street. 
Another man who lives near 


the box says ne also saw two boys hang- 
ing around that corner, and there is no 
doubt but they were the perpetrators of 
the despicable deed.

to church is the desire of everyone who 
has at heart the interest of the young men 
of the city. A stroll in the vicinity of the 
Baptist church on a Sunday evening 
w /nld demonstrate the fact conclusively 
that some of the young men were attract- 
ed to church, but seemingly by other 
reasons than the proper one—that of 
attending the service. 


It has become a custom for certain 


young men, or rather boys, to loiter about 
the walk in front of the Baptist church 
Sunday evenings, an'd last evening a 
crowd numbering between forty and fifty 
was gathered there.

ial School. 


A CONSULTATION WAS HELD SUNDAY. 


The Question Laid Before the Men of the 


Church by Father Jeannotte. Facts 


About the School. Nearly 600 


Pupils Enrolled. 


The men in the congregation at the 


morning service at the Notre Dame 
church yesterday were asked by Eev. Fr. 
Jeannotte to wait in the church after the 
service, as he wished to speak to them on 
a matter of much importance to all. The 
assembly of men numbered nearly 
200. 


Fr. Jeanotte spoke to them upon the 


most important matter in the parish at 
the present time, the enlargement of the 
parochial school facilities. The school 
now numbers 600 pupils and 
has 


on the enrollment list nearly 600 names. 
The school was instated six years ago by 
Fr. LeDuc, and since its opening its 
growth has been rapid. The basement of 
the church has been occupied by the 
school for two years past, and now, on ac- 
count of numbers and other reasons, the 
principal one being the lack ot desirable 
sanitary arrangements, a change to larger 
and better equipped rooms is needed. 


A committee will be appointed by Fr. 


Jeannotte to consider the matter carefully 
and ascertain in detail the cost and 
arrangements of a school building. The 
committee will confer with Fr. Jeannotte 
and the result of their deliberations will 
be submitted to the church members for 
action. The committee will consider also 
the best means for raising the necessary 
iunds for such a building. 


The large number of scholars are under 


the care and instruction of eleven of the 
Sisters from the St. Anne convent, which 
adjoins the church. 


WITHOUT A HOME. 


Mr. Penney's Sermon at the Baptist 


Church Last Evening. 


A large congregation gathered at the 


Baptist church last night to hear Be v. Mr. 
Penney's sermon on " Pillows of Stone; 
or, a Young Han Without a Home." He 
began by saying that it is bad enough for 
a little child to be left homeless but there 
are always plenty of people ready to help 
a homeless child or to give it a home. 
There is something in the human heart 
that responds to the cry of a child. But a 
young man without a home is the most 
lonely and desolate person in the world. 
People do not stop tq ask questions if they 
find an old man helpless and homeless, 
but when they encounter a young man so 
situated, they are very apt to inquire, 
"Why are you not at work?" "How 
did you lose your job 1" " What have 
you done with yonr wages?" I do not 
say these questions are wrong, but I do 
say that a young man without a home is 
one of the most pitiable objects in the 
world. And if there is one here tonight, 
said Mr. Penney, 1 want to put myself on 
record as ready to extend my hand and do 
all I can to uplift and inspire him. He 
can be uplifted and inspired in the name 
of Christ, and in no other way. 


Mr. Penney told of a young man who 


once asked him for help. He heard the 
young man's story and answered in words 
of sympathy which so touched the heart 
of the stranger that he broke into tears 
and moved rapidly away without waiting 
for the coin that Mr. Penney was about to 
extend. This incident was related to show 
the power of sympathy and the value of 
kind words. "If there isa homeless young 
man here tonight I know his heart has 
not ceased to respond to the name of 
home." 


Mr. Penney invited all of his hearers 


who were not without homes to join the 
League of the Golden Chain. This is not 
a regularly established organization, it 
has no president or other officers, but 
Christ is the head and it is for us to be- 
come the links of this golden chain, whose 
mission shall be to bind together in a com- 
mon brotherhood all men ; to extend the 
helping hand and the comfort of kindly 
words to those who need them and to 
exert an influence which shall result in 
making fewer young men homeless.

New Facts Brought to Light by 


the Springfield 


Union. 


MR. HARDING'S WISCONSIN PASTORATE 


The Clerk of the Chnrch at Stoughton, 


WIs., Writes a Letter. Pastor Hard- 


Ing had Trouble There. The Church 


Could Not Recommend Him. 


The Springfield Union has brought 'to 


light a few facts concerning the pastor of 
the Baptist church in Cheshire, which has 
been involved, in a very animated and 
bitter dissension for several weeks past. 
The trouble has attracted a great deal of 
attention all through Northern Berkshire, 
and under the circumstances the follow, 
ing, developed by the enterprise of the 
Union, will be of exceptional interest. 


"Cheshire people particularly will be 


interested to read the subjoined author- 
itative statement of the circumstances 
under which Rev. B. N. Harding, now of 
the Cheshire Baptist church, left his pas- 
torate at Stoughton, WIs., the church in 
that place being the one over which he 
was last settled before going to Cheshire. 


"While no developments in the church 


trouble In Cheshire have come up since 
the contested election of anew board of 
trustees, which was reported in the Union, 
the final settlement of the difference will 
doubtless depend in a large measure upon 
the discovery of the conditions under 
which Rev. Mr. Harding's pastorate at 
Stoughton closed. It was to ascertain 
those conditions that the Union wrote to 
the clerk of the Baptist church at Stough- 
ton. The reply follows in part, some ref- 
erences to family matters and personal 
opinions being omitted: 


To THE EDITOR OF THE UKIOH:—Rev. B. H. 


Harding was invited to resign. Later he was re- 
quested to resign. He positively refused to do so 
for some time. Finally he made thts unu'ual of- 
fer: 
"I agree to preach my farewell sermon when 


the amount of three months' salary is paid me 
in full." This offer was made the church on Jan- 
uary 24,18)3, but the time allowed the church to 
raise the three months' pay by the gentleman was 
until May. However, although oars is only a 
very small church, the amount was raised and 
paid IB less than two weeks, and the seruion 
preached. 


Tr« request of Mr. Harding for a letter of re- 


commendation was met by a vote of tne church 
that a letter of dismission only could granted. 


And now as to reason: Mr. Harding was at first 


very popular, but before the first year ended he 
had lost favor with many of the church and 
congregation. He seemed aware of the fact, but 
at the time of the r&'callirt; for a second year 
entirely disregarded the fact tbat a faction were 
decidedly against him. It was at this meeting 
that thirteen of the members expressed themselves 
as not willing to pay on his salary. Ha presided 
himself, though it is always customary for the 
pastor to withdraw. He called fora rising vote 
of those who desired him to remain. Previous 
arrangement had enough present to give him a 
good majority. The faction who were against 
him, «eeing they were left when tie gentleman 
asked: "All who do not wish the pastor to re- 
main, rise," said nothing and did not rise. Mr. 
Harding then said: "If persons have not enough 
stamina to vote one way or the other it is of 
course unanimous and wUl be so entered upon 
the book." And it is so recorded. 


From that time the breach became wider and 


wider. 


His supporters now urged Vim to resign, hut 


without avail. The,? (not the opposing element), 
circulated a paper or petition which finally 


ged the offer. 
"We think considerable of 


money here in Stoughton, hut I don't think any- 
one who signed ever regretted the amount tbat 
sealed that compact. 


A word more as lo Ins letter Our church let- 


ter form is, as you term it, an "affectionate Iea\c 
taking, but it is also a reccimiendatiou to an- 
other church. The affection is not only wanting, 
but we could not honestly recommend him to any 
cliuicli.

A MIDM ALARM

HOBBS TO BE TRIED. 


The Doctors Find Him Able to Appear In 


Court. 


Ex-Receiver F. A. Hobbs of the Stock- 


bridge savings bank must come to trial at 
last. He has staved it off a long time with 
his broken leg and other ailments real or 
assumed, but he was taken from Boston to 
Pittsfield Saturday at the instance of Judge 
Fessenden and District Attorney Gardner, 
who investigated his story of illness, and 
found him able to be moved. 


Dr. Paddock and Deputy Sheriff Wood 


went to Boston Saturday morning under 
direction of the superior court. District 
Attorney Gardner and Judge Fessenden, 
who have been presiding at the criminal 
term the past week, resolved to inquire 
into the condition of Hobbs, who at the 
approach of court had seemed to become 
suddenly so seriously indisposed that he 
could not be present at his trial. Dr. Pad- 
dock was delegated to make an examina- 
tion and in case the condition of the pa- 
tient warranted to have Deputy Wood 
take him to Pittsfleld by a writ of capias. 
Dr. Paddock found Hobbs in the private 
hospital of Dr. Charles L. Scudder on 
Commonwealth avenue. 


Dr. Scudder is visiting physician of the 


Massachusetts general hospital, of whicli 
his private hospital is an out-hospital. 
He said that about three weeks ago Hobbs, 
healthy in appearance, and with a ruddy 
color in his cheeks, w alked into his office 
and said that he wanted his leg cut off. 
The doctor was naturally astonished. He 
made examination, found a slight sore 
upon the leg, and suggested that Hobbs 
go to the general hospital for treatment. 
Hobbs objected, and wanted to stay at the 
private hospital and did so. He com- 
plained so much of pain that Dr. Scudder 
finally called in Dr. Maurice Richardson, 
who is one of Boston's leading physicians. 
Hobbs was etherized and an examination 
was made. Under the sore spot the leg 
bone was lound to be somewhat thick- 
ened. To make sure there was no disease 
of the bone they cut in and found it to ba 
healthy. 


Dr. Paddock made examination with Dr. 


Scudder Saturday. Both physicians agreed 
that there could be no harmful results 
from Hobbs' removal to Pittsfield, as he 
was in nothing like a delicate condition. 


When Hobbs learned that he was to be 


taken to Pittsfield he seemed much sur- 
prised. He wanted to communicate with 
M. F. Dickinson, his attorney, but the 
lawyer could not be reached. "Well," 
said he, "you've got the twisters on me 
now and I will go with you." He was 
put on a stretcher and taken to the train 
in an ambulance. He hardly spoke dur- 
ing the whole trip excepting to refuse to 
take nourishment. When he reached the 
House of Mercy, however, ha consented 
to take a cup of tea. 
There is great interest in this case 
throughout 
Berkshire county. Hobbs' 
work as receiver for the bank was far 
from satisfactory and his desperate efforts 
to avoid appearing in court would indicate 
the possibility of some decidedly interest- 
ing re relations.

WHAT AND WHERE THEY ARE. 


In all you have read and heard of the Ar- 


menians and Armenia daring the past few 
months, have you gotten any Idea of who 
they ar«, what they are like and where It 
IB that the Torks are massacring themT 
A brief answer to these questions may 
not be untimely. 


First, the home of these people: where 


iiKarpoot, andErzeram, and Mush and 
Bltlis from whence have come such stories 
of murder and rapine T Approximately, 
it is a territory not quite so large as the 
state of Pennsylvania, about 600 miles east 
•nd a little south of Constantinople, and 
directly south of the eastern end of the 
Black sea in Asia Minor. 
It 
forms 


the roof of the water shed of the Black, 
Caspian and Mediterranean seas. The 
country is very mountainous, and the 
word Armenia in itself means a high 
country. The valleys are exrtemely fer- 
tile. 


The Armenians are a scattered people, 


belonging to Russia, Turkey and Persia- 
nations which surround them. 
Turkey 


claims 4,500,000 Armenians as her subjects, 
200,000 of whom are in Constantinople > 
Russia rnles over some 600,000 Armenians. 


During centuries the Armenians have 


been successively conquered by the an- 
cient Romans, by the Mohammedans, by 
the Grecians and by the Turks. They are 
in a measure a people of a crashed nation- 
al spirit. They are characterized by per- 
sona] ambition and aggressiveness. They 
are shrewd acd tricky in finance and not 
unlike the Jews in their love of money. 
They are not agreeable companions, and 
are quite despised by their neighbors and 
visitors. 


Of the Armenians as a race few travelers 


apeak highly. "A more selfish, narrow- 
minded, mean, cringing race," says one of 
them, "I fancy does not exist, the Protes- 
tant Armenian being of a lower type than 
those who have clang to their old religion. 
Far preferable is the agricultural Turk, 
who bears uncomplainingly the heavy 
burdens imposed on him, and sends out 
all the males of his family between sixteen 
and sixty to fight the common foe." 


The Armenian is the oldest of all nation- 


al churches. The people were first con- 
verted by St. Gregory, "the Illuminator,' 
and since the translation of the Bible into 
Armenian by St. Mesrob the church has 
held an independent standing ground. 
Many internal schisms and divisions have, 
however, occurred in the Armenian 
church, and have somewhat impaired the 
great solidifying Influence which it might 
exercise. The unity of the church and 
native race is still typified by the Catho- 
lics, whose cathedral is at Etchmiadzin, 
jn Russian Armenia. The conversion ol 
Armenians to Christianity was, however, 
too rapid and sudden to admit of any very 
uniform and complete conversion, and to 
this fact are due the relics of paganism 
which still exist in the country. 


Such, in brief, are these oriental people, 


half. civilized and half christianized, 
situated between their enemies—the Turks 
on the north and the Kurds on the south, 
inviting hatred by their manners and no) 
able to repel massacre in their feeble 
strength. Their claim to the world's pro- 
tection is the fact that they are ever striv- 
ing for something better. 


"Would it were possible that instead of 


wasting breath in a petty South American 
boundary dispute we could count on too 
powerful rapport of theUnitsd Btttys in 
enforcing the. representations which 
hitherto we have fruitlessly made In be- 
half of those who are suffering by Turkish 
tyranny and Turkish fanaticism."—Jos. 
Chamberlain's Birmingham speech. 


Well, our English (Heads can count on 


us for just that, as they will see by reading 
the Cnllora resolutions of the United 
States senate. They can count on us for 
staying with that Venezuelan question, 
too. 


If this report that a treaty has been 
made between Russia and Turkey is con- 
firmed, the humiliation and isolation of 
Great Britain will be unmistakable. It 
will then be patent that England has no 
friend. 
Nor throughout Christendom 
will there be any feeling but one of joy 
that the Armenians need depend no 
longer on the sordid and faithless power 
which tor sixteen years has been deaf to 
prayers that she would discharge the 
function of protection imposed upon her 
by the treaty of Berlin. Not thus in vain 
will the unfortunate Armenians appeal to 
the White Ccar.—New York Sun.

A NORTH ADAMS BOY 


Who Practiced Pistol Shooting with Booth, 


the Assassin of Lincoln. 


•From the Berkshire £qh«m!an's Column In 
Weekly Tr«ii»crint]. 


And by the way, speaking of Lincoln's 


assassination, there was living in North 
Adams daring the I latter years of the 
Hoosac Tunnel construction a young fel- 
low named lAint who assisted uninten- 
tionally in giving J. Wilkes Booth pistol 
practice for the assassination. Lant was 
connected with the tunnel engineer's of- 
fice, under the state management of Mr. 
Frost. He was from a prominent Boston 
family, his father having been identified 
with important newspaper publishing. 


Young Lunt was a boy of decided sport- 


ing proclivities and had a reputation as a 
fancy pistol shot. One day while he was 
in Boston an inquiry was made at a prom- 
inent lawyer's office for some one who 
was an expert with the pistol to practice 
shooting with an actor afternoons. 
Lant 


was recommended as a young-man-abont- 
townwhowas up in'such matters. The 
actor proved to be J. Wilkes Booth, then 
filling an engagement ina Boston theatre. 
After a very little practice Booth suddenly 
left the oity and was next heard of in that 
terrlblescene of real tragedy on the Wash- 
ington stage, 


Lunt was a bright fellow of the dare- 


devil stamp as known in North Adams. 
He was an artist of some ability, or rather 
could make very clever black and white 
sketches. After leaving Berkshire he came 
down to New York where he did some 
very good work as a caricaturist. He was 
for a time connected with the New York 
Graphic, the first and only illustrated 
daily of the city, no longer published. 
Lunt was much interested in a fake bal- 
loon enterprise of the Graphic's, in which 
the public was supposed to believe that 
the paper was going to send a mammoth 
balloon across the Atlantic. 


The balloon ascension was a much 


heralded and a very sensational affair 
with a most unfortunate ending. The 
balloon wss wrecked over in Connecticut 
and Lunt, who Was in the car, was nearly 
killed and was, as it afterwards proved, 
very seriously injured. He had led a wild 
career, but after this he settled down to 
serious and earnest work. He changed 
his manner of life, became a fine fellow 
and was doing good journalistic work al 
the time of bis sudden death in Philadel- 
phia, resulting from internal injuries re- 
ceived in the balloon accident.

Silver Men's Financial Scheme Will 


Be Endorsed By Senate. 


House Will Consider the For- 


eign Complications. 


Debates on Entanglements In Many Countries 


Will Ensuo. 


WASHINGTON, Jun. 27.—The silver sub- 


•tltuta tor the bond bill and the Monroe 
doctrine declaration will continue to bo 
the chief subject for consideration In the 
senate during the present week. 


Senator Jones (Ark.), in charge of the 


silver bill, haa given notice that he will at- 
tempt to secure a vote on the bill on 
Thursday, and that he will ask the senate 
to remain In session Thursday nlpht until 
tliis is accomplished; but it is considered 
probable by tho friends of the bill that he 
nmy not succeed at that time in getting a 
vote, and that this will not come until 
Friday or Saturday. 


The opponents of the bill are not, so far 


as has been discovered, seeking to delay 
the final disposition of tho measure, and 
its advocates will have no object in fur- 
ther postponement after the initiation ot 
Utah's senators into their duties as sen- 
ators, but there are a number of senators 
who desire to speak on tho bill who have 
not had an opportunity, and they will be 
afforded that privilege balore the. vote is 
decided upon. 
Those include Senators 


Hill, Cookrell, Bacon, Nelson, Hans- 
brough, Mitchell (Or.) and others. 


The silver bill is expected to pass, but 


even its friends do not place the majority 
at to exceed five votes, while others Insist 
that, with affirmative votes from both the 
Utah senators, the majority will not ex- 
ceed three. 
Tlio bill is so radical that the 


more conservative silver men probably 
will cast their votes against it. 
Mr. 


Thurston is the only senator who has 
given notice of a speech on the Davis- 
Monroe doctrine resolution, but the?? are 
other senators prepared to speak to this 
when opportunity shall offer. 
Senator 


Davis, the author of the resolution, <vill 
bo absent from the city during the week, 
and consequently the resolution will not 
be pressed to a vote. 


Joneft' Intention*. 


The friends of the revenue tariff bill 


will make an effort to gut that measure 
into tho senate in some shape during the 
week. A meeting of the finance commit- 
tee will bo hold on Tuesday. If Senator 
Jones (Nev.) is present at that meeting 
his vote will decide whether the bill shall 
be reported favorably or adversely. If ho 
is not present it is probable that the com- 
mittee will inform the senate of its failure 
to reach an agreement and make a report 
without recommendation. 


The first business of the session is the 


Induction of .tho Utah senators—Messrs. 
Gannon and Brown—into office. 
They 


will be conducted to the vice president by 
sitting members, and after taking the 
oath of ofllco, will draw lots for the classes 
to which they shall be assigned. The 
senate is divided into three classes, fixed 
by the time of the expiration of their 
terms of office. One of the Utah senators 
will be eligible to the '97 class and the 
other to the '9y class. 


The one who draws into the first class 


will serve until March 4, 18ft7, and the one 
who secures admission to tho other class 
will serve until the same date in 189J. 
The proceeding will be conducted upon 
tho basis of resolutions, which will—be of- 
fered by Senator Mitchell (Or.), to whom 
the duty falls as chairman of the com- 
mittee of privileges and elections. 


If Mr. Dupont (Del.) is awarded the 


seat from that state, there will be 90 mem- 
bers of the senate, and all three classes 
will contain the same number of senators 
—UO each.

American residents here was held Satur- 
day, ami it was decided to telegraph to 
Secretary of State Olnoy that in view of 
the arrest of Ajnerican citizens and the 
fact that their property was jeopardized, 
he was requested that a diplomatic agent 
might be sent to arrange matters with a 
view to any exigencies that might arise.

LACONIA, N. H., Jan. S7.-Willlain Mo- 


Comb of the Central City Building Lonn 
assoclntlon of Syracuse, with Counsel 
Charles L. Griffin of the flrin of Morse & 
Griffin, Wall street, New York, have been 
In conference with Perclval L. Stewart, 
vice president of the Granite State Provi- 
dent association at Manchester, in regard 
to taking tho management of tho latter 
association. 


They called on Governor Buslel for the

The attorney general will render them 


any aid necessary in all matters that he 
may be questioned during the investiga- 
tion. Any matters he may not be able to 
give an opinion on he will be asked to 


Take Them to the Supreme Court 


for interpretation. After examination a 
full report will be made to the governor 
by the bank commissioners. 


The report will contain the findings of 


the condition of the association, and the 
names of the agency company who guar- 
ranteed for a lixud sum, set aside from the 
money paid shareholders, or the mimas of 
persons who hold the stock representing 
the agency company in the Granite Scute 
association at the present time. 


It is believed thnt the agency company 


does not exist, but has sold its interest to 
the Granite association fur $100,000, for 
which special stock Ji:H boon is-med and 
received by members of tho agoucy com- 
pany, tht1 income being set aside from 
shareholders that the agency company re- 
ceived before the sale to the Gruuite asso- 
ciation. 


Whatever profits were made by the 


oeeucy company while it existed are now 
be]KIT tlr<uvn «s dividends on the special 
stock, which ft* practically the same thing 
iu another form. After tho report of the 
b.ink commissioners is received and ex- 
amined by the governor, if any act ion is 
necessary, its course will be determined 
upon.

steamer, and they hope to have the St. 
Paul at hot berth by tho end of this week. 
The vessel is now about 150 feet further 
toward the northeast than where she lay 
Saturday night, owing to the efforts of 
the wrecking tugs. 


Boatmen had a busy and profltsble day 


of it yesterday, and the side plates of the 
pteamer were touched and scrutinized by 
hundreds of people who probably would 
not know whether a plate was sprung or 
not. They examined every foot of her 
sides, however, and after gazing at the 
powerful hawsers which were stretched 
from her bow to the working tugs, they 
came bock to the shore self-satisfied that 
they bad seen 
something which they 


might never have a chance of witnessing 
again in a lifetime. 


The fact that the ship Fola of London, 


bound from New York to Calcutta, had 
sunk late Saturday night, and one of her 
lifeboats coming ashore off West End 
yesterday morning, added considerably to 
the interest manifested by the visitors as 
to the safety of the St.. Paul. 


The press representatives were not al- 


lowed on board the St. Paul, but one of 
their number managed to elude the 
watchful officers at the gangway, and suc- 
ceeded in making his way to the captain's 
cablnyesterdoy afternoon. Captain Jamie- 
ion, he said, looked rather blue when he 
spoke to him. In response to the repre- 
sentative's Inquiries, he said: 


"It is notr the truth that any of the 


plates are sprung, and the vessel is all 
right. There is no sign of leaking. The 
Chapman and Merritt people who are in 
charge of the bringing off of the ship are 
sanguine of success, and I feel confident 
she will movo off very soon, perhaps after 
• couple ef tides." 


President Grriscomb sent word to the re- 


porters that Captain Jamieson had made 
a statement as to how the accident oc- 
curred, and he (Sir.

heart failure. 


Theodore Bunyon was born at Somer- 


ville, N. J., Oct. 25. 1823. He graduated 
from Yale college in 1S4'2, and iu 18«i was 
admitted to the bnr. Iu 1853 he was made 
city attorney, and in 185*1 city counselor 
of Newark, a position he retained until 
in 1884 he became mayor of Uic city. 
He was appointed iu 1850 a commissioner 
to revise and codify the military laws of 
rTew Jersey, and in 1357 was made briga- 
dier general, and, subsequently, major 
general of the New Jersey National guard. 
At the outbreak of the Civil War he was 
placed in command of a New Jersey brig- 
ade of volunteers. In 1865 he was Demo- 
cratic candidate for governoi* of his ritatc, 
but was not elected. In 1873 to 1887 he 
was Humc'illo'* ttf X'^v •Tt'P'.'or 


111 March, Ifcffii, he was appointed by 


President Cleveland United States minis- 
ter to Germany, and shortly afterward 
was made ambassador in accordance with 
a lf.w of congress. A degree of LL.D.
